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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. Replacement drawing sheets 2 and 3 filed on 09-29-2004 are approved by the examiner, 
however replacement drawing sheets 1 and 4 filed on 09-29-2004, namely Figs. 1 and 2C, are 
objected to for containing new matter. Regarding Fig. 1, while the original disclosure does 
provide support for putting two pieces of tape on each end wall in an x-pattern, the original 
disclosure does not provide support for the x-pattern of tape terminating on the side wall as 
shown at the front, left side of Fig. 1. Further, regarding Figs. 1 and 2C, while the original 
disclosure does provide support for a ventilation port covered with a screen, the original 
disclosure does not provide support for a port/screen assembly having a depth which enables the 
port/screen assembly to extend outwardly from the side wall of the enclosure as shown. The 
port, as admitted by the applicant, is simply an aperture cut in the plastic enclosure which is then 
covered via a screen. New drawings are required which do not include the above new matter. 

2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 1, change "that" to 

— , the enclosure—; and line 2, after "port" insert -formed therethrough--. Appropriate correction 
is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to a 
gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. Moreover, it is unclear 
how the plastic enclosure cooperates with the casket. It is also unclear which element of the 
invention includes seams and which element of the invention includes the ventilation port. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

7. Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. The following amendments to claim 4 would receive favorable consideration: 
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line 2, after "of insert --: placing the casket on a sheet of the shrink warp plastic and 
folding the shirk wrap plastic about the casket to enclose the casket therein-; 
line 3, after "seams" insert -of the shrink wrap plastic enclosure-; and 
line 5, change "inserting" to —forming- and after "port" insert —in the enclosure—.
